petry cuidences, that weembracethe

finde no compariton friuolous es 
nouzh to match ic. Somewhar like it 
is,as1f aſicke perion, who neuer fre- 
quented the Phiſttians ſchooles , ne- 
uer heard the property of any roote 
or herbe deſcribed, neuer vnderſtood 
the cauſes and natures of diſcaſcs, 
ſhould thinke by reading of H 1 e- 
POCRATES or GALEN , t0bce 
come as wile a Phiſitian, as Es c v« 
LAPIyS. Or, like as a marchant, 
who neuer gaue himſelfe to the itu-

Proteſtants owne differences, about 
the vnderſtanding of them. , do c» 
vidently conuince theſe men. to bee 
carried with an. erroncons perſwa- 
fion., who will needes make the 
ſcriptuces ſo vulger , as that eucrie 
Weauer, and Wooll-kemmer , muſt

that could be alleadged, and produ- 
cing a number of places, which in_ 
ſhew made for them. , till the Fa- 
thers there aſſembled, from. all the 
parts of the world, agreeing in the 
true vnderitanding of ſcriptures, fi- 
nally decreed, thatthe Faith of their 
elders receaucd and held of all Chur- 
ches, before cuer that poynt came.

Had the Church bene Jeftdeſtiture 
of all other meanes to confure He-
